Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended April 17 
correspond to an annual rate of 17.9 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,992,524. The highest rate was recorded 
in Salford, viz, 28.1, and the lowest in Croydon, viz, 9.5 a thousand. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and eighteen deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 27; scarlet fever, 8 ; 
diphtheria, 30 ; whooping cough, 43 ; enteric fever, 2, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 9. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 16. 6 a thousand. In greater London 1, 852 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 15.4 a thousand of the population. 
In the "outer ring" the deaths included 7 from diphtheria, 6 from 
measles, 20 from whooping cough, and 6 from scarlet fever. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended April 17 correspond to an annual rate of 22.3 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,549,907. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Leith, viz, 18.0, and the highest in Perth, viz, 26.0 a thou- 
sand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes was 
665, including scarlet fever, 4 ; diphtheria, 6 ; measles, 39, and whoop- 
ing cough, 39.

Total deaths, 588, including phthisis pulmonalis, 64, and beriberi, 100.
